The body was in a casket and 


was wheeled from a vault where

The body revealed no missing 


'. toe nail, as a Mrs. Lohman, who 


came to Rushville from Cincin- 
nati this morning, had described 
her husband. The broken fore- 
head bone theory collapsed as 
the body was found to be intact 
in this respect. There were no 
scars on the wrists, as Muncie 
people had hoped, nor was there 
a mole on the right side, nor 
scar on the calf of the leg to 
bring about the identity. 


Instead the dead man told no 


tales. Sheriff L. M. Coons manu- 
factured another theory. With 
his Bertillion 
equipment 
the 


Sheriff secured the prints of the 
thumb and second finger of the 
right hand and then cut the 
skin from these fingers for fur- 
ther evidence.

Paris' system of 
underground 


faUroads to reach the principal 
industrial suburbs, and even to 
serve the throngs which 
now 


must take taxicabs if they hope 
to reach the 
races at Long- 


champs, St. Cloud or Auteuil, it 
has been decided to create 
a 


system of underground side- 
walks in the city itself. 


The sidewalks have been the 


subject of study for* several years 
and three styles have been ap- 
proved by successive Muncipal 
Councils. The one to be tried 
out first will consist of a sort of 
moving platform, or rather three 
moving platforms, operating at 
varying speeds. Passengers will 
be able to step from one to an- 
other without the slightest dan- 
ger—as soon as they become ac- 
customed to the new system. 


The present intention is 
to 


apply the system beneath 
the 


streets connecting the 
various 


railroad stations of the camtal. 
During the day, and 
probably 


until midnight, only light bag- 
gage will be admissible, but it is 
pointed out that as the French 
train service, as far as Paris is 
concerned, really is non-existent 
between midnight and 6 o'clock 
in the morning, it will be possi- 
ble to utilize the moving side- 
walks for the transport of bag- 
gage and e\en carry foodstuffs 
from the country to the central 
markets. 


It is estimated that the work 


will require at least four years 
to. complete and a budget allow- 
ance of nearly a billion francs 
is foreseen.
